Th<- CPI budget for 1968 is 8 
million. 
“We are pleased with re­ 
sults in the short time this pro­ 
gram has been operating. The 
support cotton growers are 
giving this effort to increase 
their profits shows their confi- 
donse in cotton and its abili­ 
ty to compete,” the 
Sten­ 
holm said. 
“All of us recognize, on the 
other hand, that we can’t ex­ 
pect these m arkets to come 
easily. The battle is a never 
ending one, our competitors 
have scored some victories, 
but wre are determined to gam 
a larger share of the textile 
m arket for cotton.” 
Stenholm and Aubrey Lock­ 
ett, seed breeder from Vernon.

propriations and tax bills for 
the 
fiscal 
year 
beginning 
Septem ber I, the House and 
Senate began deliberations on 
how to distribute some $2,500, 
000,000 in appropriations. 
When that little problem is 
taken care of, the Legislature 
will worry about one that’s 
potentially more 
disastrous, 
politically. 
Raising taxes or 
passing new ones comes next. 
They must raise 
the $125- 
130,000,000 difference between 
w hat the state will have and 
what it will need. 
Gov. John Connally’s spe­ 
cial session opened on schedule 
June 4 in a storybook setting: 
The newly-elected Democratic 
nominee 
for 
governor, 
Lt. 
Gov. Preston Smith, presided 
over the Senate, 
and 
the 
newly - elected Democratic 
nominee for lieutenant gover­ 
nor, 
Speaker 
Ben 
Barnes, 
held the House controls. 
Governor Connally spelled 
out basically this tax program : 
A one-per-cent raise in the 
state sales tax rate to three 
per cent with the bulk of the 
increase going to cities. Sales 


tax base would be extended to 
cover cigarettes, other tobacco 
products, and such serivces 
as haircuts and beauty tre a t­ 
ments, laundry and dry clean­ 
ing, 
repairs, 
telephone 
and 
telegraph, and auto parking 
($76,800,000). 
A $3,200,000 cut in taxes 
on the gross receipts of tele­ 
phone companies was incor­ 
porated in his recommenda­ 
tions, same 
being more than 
offset by the inclusion of tele­ 
phone service in the three per 
cent sales tax. 
A boost in the auto sales 
tax rate 
to three per cent 
($30,600,000). 
Legislation of liquor-by-the 
drink in small bottles, with 
each bottle individually taxed, 
and private clubs assessed a 
IO per cent gross receipts tax 
($14,500,000). 
T ransfer of $7,500,000 from 
the operators and chauffeurs 
license fund 
to the general 
fund spending pocket. 
A realty transfer stam p tax 
($1,000,000). 
Initial reaction to the $127, 
200.000 package was generally 
cool or downright unfriendly 
although 
many 
legislators 
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were plainly waiting to see 
what the folks 
back home 
thought of it. 
Outlook was 
dimmest of all for the mini­ 
bottle bill. Even many liquor- 
by-the-drink advocates didn’t 
like it, but they admitted th at 
from their standpoint it was 
“better than nothing.’* H ear­ 
ings on it were 
started this 
week by committees of both 
the House and Senate. 
House revenue 
and tax 
committee 
is 
considering 
Connally’s omnibus tax bill. 
Speaker Ben Barnes, who is 
not committed to the Connallv 
proposals, apparently will put 
them to a floor vote in the 
House next week unless some­ 
thing better is substituted. 
Barnes warned th at $150, 
000,000 in new revenue may 
be needed if a federal income 
tax surcharge is passed by 
congress, slashing state pur­ 
chasing power and thereby 
cutting the state's sales tax 
take. 
A fter all tax items 
are 
taken care of Connally has 
promised to open the legis­ 
lative hopper to such other 
issues as the lawmakers de­ 
sire — if there’s time left in 
the 30-day special session. 
LIQUOR-LAW REVISION 
—Core of the 
Legislature’s 
revision of the Liquor Control 
Act 
probably 
will 
be 
the 
recommendations of the li- 
quor-law-revision sub - com­ 
mittee of the House State Af­ 
fairs Committee. Speaker Ben 
Barnes turned the problem 
over to the 
sub-committee 
during the LCB controversy. 
Rep. Dick Cory of Victoria, 
chairman 
of 
the 
sub-com­ 
mittee and the full committee, 
reported to the committee on 
the first day of the session, 
and the reaction indicated that 
one m ajor problem could be 
whether to allow possession 
of 
alcoholic 
beverages 
and 
private clubs in dry areas. 
Rep. Jake Johnson of Sam 
Antonio, a supporter of liquor- 
by-the-drink. asked the com­ 
m ittee to reject the sub-com­ 
m ittee’s report because it did 
not include those prohibitions, 
which he thinks would provide 
incentive 
for 
liquor-by-the- 
drink. 
Cory, however, closed the 
meeting before Johnson could 
get the record vote he sought. 
Committee report included 
31 points, many of them rec­ 
ommendations to change the 
law. 
Main recommendations in­ 
cluded prohibiting legislators 
from practicing 
before the 
LCB; opening all LCB records 
on violations and complaints 
to the public; a minimum of 
50 members for a private club; 
a fine for parents whose child­ 
ren are convicted on liquor 
violations twice; 
immediate 
sale of confiscated liquor; in­ 
creasing license and permit 
fees; increasing LCB agents’ 
salaries; and providing gradu­ 
ated penalties for repeated 
liquor violations.

NEW LIFE ON 
DEATH 
ROW — The 26 men on death 
row in Huntsville, and others 
around the state, now have a 
new chance at life. 
U. S. Supreme Court 
has 
ruled th at the death penalty 
cannot be imposed by a jury 
from which persons opposed 
to capital punishment have 
been excluded. Under the Tex­ 
as system a potential juror 
may be excused if he states 
that he is opposed to the death 
sentence in a capital crime. 
Under this new ruling how­ 
ever, such persons can’t be 
excluded, 
and 
according 
to 
State Attorney General Craw­ 
ford M artin, “it will probably 
do away with the death pen­ 
alty.” 
A jury m ust unani­ 
mously agree on capital pun­ 
ishment in a case for it to be 
imposed. 
It 
is presumed 
that 
the 
court’s decision also will per­ 
mit those people now under 
sentence of death to appeal in 
federal court. Ruling, 
how­ 
ever, did not specify w hether 
the decision would cover per­ 
sons already sentenced. 
“I 
seriously doubt,” 
Attorney

M artin commented, 
‘if the courts will let a man he 
executed until the question is 
decided.”
